Rabin Fears U.S. May Shift Mideast Views

“I cannot guarantee that the 
U.S. government will continue to 
think thus forever.” he said. “It 
is not to be ruled out that in 
1971 we shall see tendencies to 
concessions to the terrorist or- 
ganizations, and namely, erosion 
in the U.S. position on the 
Palestinian issue.”

FRamburger Diet 
Found Renulsive, 
But Not Harmful 


CHICAGO, May 4 (AP).—The 
hamburger-centered diets of teen- 
agers are “an esthetic though not 
nutritional tragedy,” 2 New York 
pediatrician says. 

The physician. Dr, Laurence 
Finberg of Montefiore Hospital 
and Medical Center in New York, 
and his colleagues analyzed the 
nutritional content of a typical 
teen-ager's meal. consisting of a 
five-ounce cheeseburger. a portion, 
of French-fried potntoes and a 
milk shake, 

Ye reported in the April issue 
of the American Journal of Dis- 
eases of .Children, published by 
the American Medical Association, 
thet such a meal provides most 
of the nutrients and calories need- 
ed. Even if a teen-ager ate four 
suclt meals a day. the 4,100 
ealories would be only about 400 
more than the intake for. the 
average U.S. male adolescent, he 
said, 

In a day-long diet of such 
meais. he found, 17 per cent of 
the calories would be from protein, 
which is about optimum, 44 per 
cent from carbohydrate and 39 
per cent from fat. The amount 
fram fat “is hearteningly Jow dc- 
spite the greasy sound of our 
gourmet's nightmare.” the physi- 
cian said. 

The menu was found to be 
deficient only in vitamins A and 
D and in folie acid. Vitamin C 
in the menu is provided by pota- 
toes, assuming that they are 
freshly sliced and cooked.

Mr. Curtis, a controversial fig- 
ure during his year as chairman, 
reportedly wrote President Ford 
that the legislation would cripple 
the agency by reducing its inde- 
pendence and that he no longer 
regarded the vommission as an 
opportunity for public service. 

The compromise bill would re- 
vive the commission's power to 
authorize primary subsidies for 
presidential candidates. which 
have been frozen since March 73 
following the Supreme Court 
ruling. 

Mr. Ourtis’s resignation could 
further delay resuscitating the 
commission, The White House, 
which had expected to reappoint 
all six current commissioners, was 
said to bave no successor in mind. 

If Mr. Ford signs the bill 
—now regarded as likely but vot 
certain—the President must nom- 
inate or renominate six com- 
missioners, who must then be 
confirmed by the Senate and 
sworn in before the agency 
officially regains its powers. 

Until Mr. Curtis's resignation, 
it appeared likely that a recon- 
stituted commission might be in δ 
position to approve about $2.3 
vaillion in accumulated subsidies 
by Thursday or Friday.

Over Grain 


Fraud in Shipments 
For 15 Years Alleged

WASHINGTON. May 4 iNYT:. 
~The government of India filed 
suit yesterday agalnst five large 
US. grain companies, charging 
fraud in grain shipments over 
the lest 15 years amd seeking more 
than $215 million in damages. 

‘The Indian government filed its 
action in -five identical com- 
plaints in U.S, District Court in 
New York against Cargill Inc., the 
Continental Grain Co., Cook in- 
dustries, Inc., the Louis Dreyfus 
Corp. and the Peavey Co. 

“Grain shipments delivered by 
the defendant to the plaintiffs 
were not the saite in grade, kind. 
quality. weight. quantity or de- 
scription as called for in the 
pertinent contracts,” the com- 
plaints charge. 

Instead, the complaints con- 
tinue. the shipments “were infe- 
Tier and of lesser value than the 
grain specified in the contracts 
in that they were short-weight. of 
lower grade and quality and were 
infested or contaminated.” 

‘The Indian actions are the first 
eivil litigation to arise out of a 
broad federal investigation of 
corruption in the grain trade, but 
other civil suits, including actions 
ty the US. government, are 
known to be codtemplated, 

45 Indictments 

The investigation, which began 
two years ago in the port of New 
Orieans, has since spread to other 
major grain ports, Sixty-five n- 
dictments have resulted, including 
charges of conspiracy in system- 
atic thefts of grain against three 
large companies, none of which 
were among the concerns sued 
Yesterday, 

Other charges against individ- 
uals have included bribery. mis- 
grading of grain and tax fraud. 

A federal grand jury in New 
Orleans is now reportedly focus- 
ing on an investigation of the 
activities of Continental and 
Cook. 

The Indian suits seek damages 
Οἵ 875 million gach from Cargill 
and Continental, $35.5 milion 
trom Cook Industries, $26.25 mil- 
jicn from Dreyfus and $3.5 mil- 
lion from Peavey.

Continental Is Indicted

U.S. Attorney Gerald Galling- 
house said scales at Continental's 
big grain elevator beside the 
Misaissippi River here were ad- 
dusted to add one-twentieth to 
the actual weight of grain load- 
ed onto ships from March 1, 
1971, to June 30, 1975.

NEW YORK, Mas 4 'NYT!.— 
Emie Nevers, 73, rated by many 
football experis as one of the 
greatest fullbacks, dled of 2 
kidney disorder yesterday im San 
Rafael, Calif. 

Mr. Nevers, 2 6-foot, 205-pound 
Jime buster, starred from 1923 
to 1925 at Stanford University, 
which retired his numeral 1 upon 
his graduation. 

Be then went on to acclaim in 
professional football, witn the 
Duluth Eskimos and the Chicego 
Cardinals, In 1999. he set a 
National Football League record 
for points scored in a game. 
running for six touchdownus and 
kicking four conversions for 40 
points. : 

His power. agility and speed 
won him All-America selection at 
Stanford in 1924 and 1923. where 
the teams’ he played on coin- 
piled a 22-5-1 won-lost-tied record 
during his three years on the 
varsity. Pop Warner. who had 
also coached Jim Thorpe. called 
Mr. Nevers the greatest football 
Player he ever coached. 

“Nevers could do everything 
Thorpe could do," he said. “And 
Ernie always tried harder, Emie 
gave 60 minutes of himself in 
every game,”

She is Héléne Abrweiller, an 
authority of Byzantine civiliza- 
tion who appears to thrive on 
leading three lives. The lirst is 
85 a wife and mother, the second 
‘ag a researcher, teacher and writ- 
er and the third as the arganizer 
ang administrator of academic 
life ab the Sorbonne, 

Mrs. Abrweiller. who was elect« 
ed to her new post Feb. 12 for 
@ five-year term, speaks rapid- 
fire French with a slight accent, 
reflecting her Greek birth, and is 
fluent in Greek, French, English 
and German, with same knowl- 
edge of Itaian and Turkish. 

She was born Héléne Glykatzi 
in Athens on Aug. 39, 1916. and 
studied Middle East medieval 
archaeology and history in Greece 
before moving to France in 1950. 
She holds doctorates 10 history 
and letters and has written 60 
scientific papers on subjects rang- 
ing from studies on the adminis- 
trative and social structures of 
Byzantium to the chapter on the 
Byzantine Emperor Nicephorus If 
Phocas in the Encsclopacdia Bri- 
tamnica. She has fectured in 
Birmingham, Engiand. Brussels, 
Jerusalem, London, Moscow, Ven- 
ice, Bonn, Montreal. Los An- 
geles, Chicago, Berkeley, Callf., 
Salonika, Greece, Dumbarton 
Oaks, N.Y.. and Harvard, all the 
while moving up on the academic 
ladder of the Sorbonne. 


Women Professors 


Tn 1967 she took over as head 
of the Sorbonne’s department of 
history. The Sorbonne still has 


only six women as full professors, 
and Mrs, Ahrweiler was the first 
woman to be made head of 8 
departmert, 


- In 1970, Sirs. Ahrweilier became 
one of the university's vice-presi- 
dents and as such was one of the 
Prime Movers ih a Sweeping re- 
organization that split the Sor- 
bonne into two schools—one 
grouping classes in law, letters, 
ezography, history, philosophy, 
Plastic arts and applied miathe- 
Migtics and the other essentially 
concentrating on economics. 
Asked what the president of the 
Sorbonne does, Mrs. Ahrweiller 
said it was “a case of coping with 
the daily problems.” For weeks 
now, the daily problems have in- 
cluded student demonstrations, 
sometimes leading to seizure of 
the premises and ensuing con- 
frontations with the police. Mrs. 
Ahrweiller's responsibility is for 
the Sorbonne’s 30,000 students, 700 
Professors and perhaps es many 
@s 2,000 guest lecturers, such as 
retired generals giving courses on 
strategy, or Dewspapermen from 
Le Monde teaching journalism. 
She is also overseeing such 
Projects as the expansion of the 
litrary of the Tolbiac campus and 
the creation of 2 cafeteria for 
10,000 students there at a time 
when the franc is buying less.

Finally she conducts the meet- 
ings of the University Coinctl, 
which governs the Sorbonne.

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The Real Climax in Africa 


Tt is not surprising that Mr. Kissinger's 
Proposais {n Senegal te “roll back the 
Sahara” and his attendance at the UN Con- 
ference on Trade and Development in Nai- 
robi should be regarded as an anti-climactic 
finale to his African tour. After all, the 
questions of Rhodesia and South Africa on 
which he stated U.S policy in the earlier 
phases of his journey involve dramatic 
human conflicts. which catch the imagina- 
tion more urgently than the slow creep of 
desiccated soil under a hot. dry sun. or the 
price of copper on the open market. 

Yet one does not have to accept the CLA’s 
predictions of 40 years or more of bad 
Weather. or the gloomy prognostications of 
the Club of Rome, at face value to accept 
the fact. that man’s greatest prob:em in the 
years ahead does not 116 in the terms on 
which he lives with his fellows—but whether 
he lives. And answers to that question of 
eurviva] rest to a greater degree on how 
humans can raise enough food and other 
Taw materials. how they can distribute them 
fairly and how they can battle the forces ot 
nature ‘or adapt to them! than on how they 
vote or fight among themselves. 

There is not very much hope that the large 
group gathering under the tall, round tower 
of Nairobi’s Conference Center will find con- 
erete answers to the survival of the race. 
Such meetings tend toward more rhetoric 


than action. and the basic uncertainties that 
are now becoming apparent in man's tenuous 
occupation of his earth are too new, too 
strange. too frighténing. for any ready soiu- 
Hons to be availeble. Yet when the um- 
brelia—that symbol of Britain and its en- 
veloping molsture—becOmes rarer. and the 
green lawns of Old England dry under a 
succession of sunny skies, it should be clear 
that Africa and Asia. to whom drought 
means widespread starvation. must pay more 
attention to meteorology than to ideology. 
And Europe and the Americas cannot ignore 
the threat. 

The answers are likely to be complex. and 
cut across many poitical barriers, many 
traditional systems of trade and develop- 
ment. The United States has been offer- 
ing positive suggestions that deserve con- 
sideration: the Third World is unified 
on llttle except demands for more help: 
the industrialized countries are fombi- 
ing for responses. If the Nairobi conference 
confines itself to parlamentary exchanges 
and.merely yocal resolutions, intent on scor- 
ing debating points, it will do as little for the 
world’s starving and the world’s poor as, say, 
the Organization for African Unity has done 
to meet the sub-Sahara drought. But if it 
can rise to the occasion. the current meeting 
may not only be the climax to Henry Kis- 
singer's’ African tour but a genuine and 
hopeful climax for all the worid’s peoples. 


‘Watch Lists’. and Watchmen 


Back when President Nixon's impeachment 
was being debated, his champions tried to 
counter the charges of abuse of presidential 
power by ralsing. among other things, the 
According to 
this theory, the enemies lists, the 17 wire- 
taps and the like couid be exzcused because 
Democratic presidents, notably Jonn F. 
Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson, had 2iso mis- 
used the IRS and FBI. Mr. Nixon’s defend- 
ers split among themselves on whether such 
conduct could be justified; their point was 
that. however obnoxious, it was not unique 
to the Nixon presidency. and Mr. Nixon 
should not be singled out for punishment. 

The Senate select committee's report on 
domestic intelligence has borne out part of 
this contention—but only part. The Ken- 
nedy administration did laumch improper 
IRS investigations of right-wing (and, later. 
left-wing) groups. President Kennedy: or 
Attorney General Robert Kenendy did use 
FBI wiretaps to gain political intelligence on 
lobbying for sugar quotas, and to investigate 
at least two leaks to journalists. President 
Johnson employed FBI surveillance at the 
1964 Democratic convention. He and his 
aides also used the bureau extensively to 
probe the activities and views of anti-war 
critics, including US. senstors. Moreover, it 
was the Johnson administration’s anxieties 
about civil disorders and dissent that sparked 
the vast expansion of survefllance of iaw- 
abiding citizens by the CIA, the Army and 
other agencies in the mid-1960s. 

Such uses of power are neither decent nor 
defensible. They stopped far short, however, 
of the offenses that primarily caused Mr. 
Nixon's departure in disgrace: wholesale 
obstruction of justice, systematic lying about 
crimes and withholding evidence, and setting 
up ἃ private, secret spying operation in the 
White House—which was unknown to Con- 
§ress and, therefore, not even potentially 
subject to the kind of oversight that the 
Congress could bave exercised over such 
authorized agencies as the CIA and FBI if it 
had had the sense and the will to do so. 
Once the full magnitude of these uniquely 
Nixonian deeds had been disclosed, even 
Mr. Nixon’s staunchest supporters largely 
abandoned the feeble claim that he had been 
the victim of a relentiess partisan attack. 

However, 8 complementary notion does 
persist, and is generally justified. This is 
that the illiberal acts of the Kennedy and 
Johnson administrations have been treated 
too lightly or excused too fast. Legally 
speaking, little punishment can now be 
meted out. But that does not dispose of the 
matter, for people serlously concerned about 
restraining government and enhancing civil 
Nberties do have at minimum an obligation 
to acknowledge the misdeeds of presidents 
whom they regarded generally as friends. 
Beyond that. the forces and fears behind 
these abuses of power should be more widely 


understood, because those impulses were not . 


unique to any one administration or period 
of history. 

Without embarking on a dissertation on 
the perils of power. we would note a few 
troubling tendencies that are amply illus- 
trated by the domestic spying of the Kennedy 
and. even more. the Johnson years. One is 
the tendency of presidents and thelr aides 
to use whatever tools may be heipful and at 
hand. The FBI was capable, so it was given 
many chores. NSA knew how to intercept 
international phone calls, so the “wateh lists” 
‘were drawn up. And 59 on. 


Second, there is the tendency toward 
righteousness in high places, the elitist con- 
viction that those entrusted with great 
power are somehow vested with special per- 
ceptions of what is right and necessary for 
America. This can be ἃ bureaucratic con- 
ceit as wel] as a presidential one; J. Edgar 


Hoover's FBL the Senate report observed, -- 


“saw itself as the guardian of the public 
order.” 
arrogance or insecurity. In either case they 
become doubly dangerous in seasons of public 
discontent, because opposition tends to stir 
up a voiatile mix of belligerence and bewild- 
erment. One senior aide to President John- 
son testified that when the anti-war protests 
erupted, top officials could not believe that 


“a cause that is 50 clearly right for the caun-. ᾿ς, ᾿ 
. try, as they perceived it, would be so widely - 


attacked if there were not some (foreign) 
force behind it.” 

This points to the third tendency, one of 
the darker themes throughout American 
history: the tendency to search: for alien: in- 
fluences as an explanation of dissent—or as 
8 scapegoat for official fallures. The FBI. 
CIA and Army intelligence reports of the 
1960s are permeated with suspicion and 
hostility; the “new left,” so sprawling and 
fragmented, was seen as even more sinister 
than the domestic “Communist threat” of 
the late 1940s and early 1950s. With the 
rising public protest against the war, and 
the simultaneous eruption of urban riots, the 
government felt itself under slege—so much 
so that these misplaced protective efforts, 
as distinct from its genuine responsibility to 
maintain order, seemed imperative. Indeed, 
given the temperament of the President and 
the temper of the times, future historians 
may marvel that repressive operations were 
not even more extreme. 

None of these attitudes is novel. They were 
not secrets at the time. Instead, they were 
widely shared and more widely tolerated, 
especialiy among politiclans who were reluc- 
tant to challenge or alienate an aggressive 
president or agencies as entrenched and in- 
genious as the FBI, And so suspicions mul- 
tiplied. The real sources of public disaffec~ 
tion were not examined carefully. The truly 
violent forces were not focused on. And a 
war justified as 5, fight for freedom overseas 
caused the erosion of the very Wherties at 
home that are the basis of true democratic 
security. : 

In this perspective, Watergate becomes 
even more exceptional and much more 
ominous, The more one learns about the 
secret side of government in the 1960s, the 
more one sees how crude and offensive the 
misdeeds of Mr. Nixon and his men had to 
become, and what fortuitous influences of 
journalistic persistence and judicial pressure 
were required, before the country and Con- 
gress became aroused. Just before the House 
committee’s impeachment vote, Rep. James 
Mann, D-SC., warned that “Next time, there 
may be no watchman in the night.” There 
was none in the 1960s, and the nation was 
sorely hurt. The question now is what 
Americans will learn from that tragic ex- 
perience. The remedy does not lie soleiy in 
new laws or stronger institutional checks and 
balances. The real safeguard is something 
even harder to sustain: a basic spirit of 
liberality that not only tolerates diversity 
and peaceful dissent, but welcomes them, 
especially in times of stress—and accordingly 
disciplines the exercise of power.

Troubles With Loans to Third World 
Soviet Debt-Collecting Problem Reported 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP- 
DJ).—The Soviet Union has a 
long list of outstanding “problem 
loans" that it bas granted other 
countries and it is not doing very 
well as an international bill col- 
lector, the Institute for Inter- 
national Policy, a private research 
group, reported last night. 

The political winds have shift- 
ed in a number of Third World 
countries the Russians have help- 
ed through economic aid loans, 
confronting Communist creditors 
with the difficult task of trying 
to persuade “resentful rightest 
Tegimes to pay off the debts run 
up by their leftist predecessors,” 
the research group said. 

Indonesia's former Sukarno 
regime “left nearly a billion dol- 
Jars in‘ unpaid debts to Com- 
munist, countries and another 
billion to the capitalist coun- 
tries." the report said, adding 
that “these debis have never been 
Tepudiated.” 

$1~Billion Loss 

The report said that official 
U.S. government figures show 
that a 1970 debt-rescheduling 
operation for Indonesia has 
Tesulted in losses of about $1 bil- 
lion for Communist lenders, while 
the United States Jost “only” $215 
million? 

Chile, which has gone through 


the last 10 years, was listed as 
another problem for Moscow. The 
Soviets Union's loans to Chile's 
Allende government, deposed by 
the current military junta, total- 
ed about $168 million. 
‘ The Russians managed to con- 
vert four short-term loans to 
Chile, amounting to 76.7 mil- 
lion, to one long-term Joan with 
payments extending over a 
seven-year’ period beginning in 
1914, the institute said, but it 
added: “The Russians probably 
will be disappointed again .in 
their hopes for repayment.” 
The Allende government also 
borrowed ‘from East Germany, 
Czechoslovakia and other East 
European countries, the report 
said, and received $15 million 
from $67 million in eredits 
granted by China, 


The Soviet Union's “unhappy” 
Indonesian and Chilean ex- 
periences, the report said, 
provide one key to the “stiff 
attitude” the Russians are taking 
on repayment of about $3 billion 
in Egypt's outstanding military- 
aid debt to Moscow. The institute 
said the Egyptians have been re- 
paying economic aid loans from 
the Russians.

Where 
the $8 million went is a bit vague. But 
the holders of the $8 million in notes want- 
ed their moriey.
